Yank Patrols Reenter Wonju; 
Big Red Offensive Is Awaited 


TOKYO m — A United Na­ 
tions prowl force reoccupied the 
ruined and abandoned road-rail hub 
of Wonju today without meeting any 
opposition. 
Two air-supported Allied attack 
regiments on another sector of the 
snowclad east-central Korean bat- 
Uefront killed 1,000 Reds and routed 
the remainder of their strong torce 
in a continuing fight. 
A big Red offensive effort was 
still expected to break out all across 
the peninsula at any time. 
Allied patrols have been entering 
and leaving Wonju, the key traffic 
junction in central Korea, since the 
UJ3. Second Division withdrew Tues­ 
day from a looping line two miles 
south of the town. 
Only civilians were on hand to 
watch the reinforced patrol reenter 
Wonju. Friday. 
The two U.N. attack regiments— 
normally 6,000 men—smashed a 
large enemy force seven mil» south- 


^ east of Yongwol, on the eastern end 
of the war front. 
“We put the enemy on the run,” 
an officer said tersely. The fight 
Started Thursday and was still rag­ 
ing today. 
Yongwol is 33 miles 
northeast of Chungju, Allied-held 
highway center, and 13 mil» east 
of Chechon. 
Seven hundred of the enemy were 
killed by air strikes and the re­ 
mainder by ground troops. Bodies 
were counted in the snow where they 
lay sprawled. 
The battle near Yongwol came 
during sharp patrol tcttoPii, crackl­ 
ing all aim^g the Korean war front, 
that looked like preliminaries of a 
third major drive by Chinese and 
North Korean Reds down the center 
of the peninsula. Communist forc­ 
es continued to shift to central and 
eastern sectors in a way reminiscent 
of the two previous enemy offens­ 
ives—the plunge across tbs Chung- 


chon river and the drive into Seoul. 
The Allied attack around Yong­ 
wol was not classed as an offensive 
but an officer said: “It must be 
quite a scrap. The area is full of 
those jokers.” 
Elsewhere along the front Com­ 
munist patrols tried to close gaps 
between’ Red add UN. Yore» after 
two weeks of Red Inaction. Par­ 
ticularly threatening was the shift 
of enemy tore» toward the center 
and east, in the area of Yoju, Wonju 
and Yongwol. 
Ihese are towns along roads lead­ 
ing to Taegu, pivot point of the old 
Pusan defense line toward which Al­ 
lied toro» have been slowly with­ 
drawing. 
However, heaviest Red concentra­ 
tions still were in the w»t, south 
of Seoul, where three Chinese arm!» 
totaling about 90,000 men were feed­ 
ing some of their strength to the 
cotral -and • «astern sectors. 


Health Dept. 
Reports On 'Bug' 


The county health depart­ 
ment acknowledged today that 
large numbers of Marin resi­ 
dents are currently being 
plagued with an illness of un­ 
known origin. 
It Is a gastro-enterltis with 
sudden onset and short dura­ 
tion; often accompanied by a 
moderate fever and a general 
feeling of malaise, according to 
Dr. Clarice Haylett, Marin coun­ 
ty health officer. 
No cas» have been officially 
reported to the health depart­ 
ment although It is believed to 
be quite prevalent, she said. 
State bureau of acute com­ 
municable diseases and its virus 
laboratory are studying the 
problem. These stud!» proved 
that the last “epidemic” of this 
type, known as “Virus X”, was 
Influenza virus, type A. “There 
la no evidence either that the 
present prevalent disease is in­ 
fluenza, or, as has been sug­ 
gested that there is any rela­ 
tion between it and the cur­ 
r e n t influenza epidemic in 
England,” the Bureau reports. 
Precautionary .measures, that 
can be taken by well individ­ 
uals include staying away from 
persons who are ill, maintaln- 
ance of general good health, 
proper 
an d 
adequate 
diet, 
enough sleep and rest and the 
wearing of clothing appropriate 
to the weather, Dr. Haylett said.

Got Start In SR 


Heart Trouble Claims

Jack Holt, 62, who started his 
long screen career in San Rafael 
died last night at the Veteran's 
Hospital in West Las Angel» of 
coronary thrombosis. He had suf­ 
fered three severe heart attacks 
since shortly before Christmas. 
The veteran cowboy of both the 
open and cinema range got his 
start in the role of a villian, “Red 
Pete”, In Bret Bute's story “Salomy 
Jane”, filmed in 1913, by the Cali­ 
fornia Motion Picture Corporation 
in San Raf ael. 
> George Middleton, producer of the 
show, still living in Marin recalled 
today that Holt, educated as an 
engineer, was “a handsome gentle­ 
man and groat horseman”. 
Holt’s ability to ride a horse ex­ 
pertly and to rope, learned on West­ 
ern ranch», originally got him his 
movie chance. He doubled for the 
hero in “Salomy Jane” also and 
leaped 30 feet from a horse into the 
Russian River, Middleton said. The 
feat netted him $35, two broken 
ribs and an offer to come to Holly­ 
wood. Star of the show was the late 
Beatrix Middleton who was the wife 
of Middleton. 
TO HOSPITAL 
Holt was moved yesterday from 
his apartment in the Miramar Ho­ 
tel in Santa Monica, where he hac 
lived for several years. His persona 
physician. Dr. Marvin.Mack, said 
the veteran actor was gravely ill, 
rallied for a few days, and then suf­ 
fered another attack yesterday. 
His son, Urn, also an actor in 
Westerns, was with him almost 
constantly during his last Illness. 
ENVIARLE RECORD 
The elder Holt was a recognized 
star in Hollywood for 20 years in 
k row, a most enviable record in 
motion pictures. And he successfully 
bridgetf the transition from silent 
to talking films. He played the lead 
rotes in nearly all the movie ver­ 
sions Of Zane Grey’s novels. 
Holt, Tom Mix and Buck Jon» 
made up 'the big 'triumvirate of 
western films in the movie indus­ 
try's first quarter-century. And un­ 
til age cut them out of rough riding 
seen», they were the idols of mil­ 
lions. They gave Way to the cow­ 
boys of the newer era—Gene Autry 
and Roy Rogers. 
1913 START 
Starting his film career in 1913, 
Holt was stlE active in pictures up 
to his last illness. He recently fin­ 
ished playing the part of an Indian 
chief In the picture, “Across the 
Wide Missouri,” stalling Clark 
Gable. The film will be released 
soon.

Through his mother, Holt was a 
direct descendent jof John Marshall, 
chief justice of the U. S. supreme 
court. He married Margaret Woods, 
St. Paul society woman, in 1916. 
They had the son, Tim, and a 
daughter, Jennifer Marshall - Holt, 
an actress. Mrs. Holt obtained a 
Mexican divorce deer» In 1933.

Proposed Richmond-San Rafael bridge was given the green 
light today as the Division of San Francisco Bay Toll Crossingi 
submitted its $200,000 report to the state legislature.

The department studied seven 
different alignments for a bay cross­ 
ing betw»n Richmond and San Ra­ 
fael.

“The ferry line combines the best 
approach» on both sld» of the 
bay,” the report said. 
The proposed bridge structure 
would be double decked, with two 
lanes of traffic going in one direc­ 
tion on the upper deck and two 
lanes in the opposite direction on 
the lower. 
The length of the over-water 
crossing along the ferry route would 
be 3.7 mil». The distance from 
Richmond to U. S. Highway 101 
would be 102 mil». 
The report estimated, the bridge 
would carry 3,581,000 vehícl» and 
collect $2^73,000 in tolls during the 
first year of Its operation, provid­ 
ing the Richmond-San Rafael ferry 
was discontinued. If the ferry con­ 
tinued to operate, traffic is esti­ 
mated at 2,750,000 and the earnings 
at $2,057,000. 
DIVERT TRAFFIC 
The new bridge would divert about 
seven per cent of the traffic now 
carried on the Golden Gate Bridge 
However, at the present rate of 
growth, this constitutes only about 
13 months of natural increase in 
traffic on that bridge, the report

Both of these 
have been discounted as “unfeasible’ 
by Norman C. Raab, project design 
engineer, and Ralph A. Tudor, spe­ 
cial engineering consultant. 
Proposals for a bridge or other 
facility to replace the ferry have 
been made since the early 1920’s. 
None of the» were carried beyond 
the preliminary planning stage, 
however. \ 
In the latter part of 1949, the 
city of .Richmond and the county 
of Marin initiated a new effort. 
They engaged the consulting engi­ 
neering firm of Earl and Wright of 
San Francisco to prepare a prelim­ 
inary report on the engineering and 
economic feasibility of a bridge.

Adm. Sherman Says U. S. Fighting 


Force May Have To Top 31/2 M l 


WASHINGTON (I) — Admiral 
Forrest P. Sherman testified today 
that “unless international conditions 
improve" It probably will be necea 
sary to increase the nation’s fight- 
ng forces above present goals of 
close to 3,500,000 persons. 
Sherman, top ranking Navy offi­ 
cer 
a member of the joint chiefs 
of staff, gave this "personal opin­ 
ion** to the Senate preparedness sub­ 
committee. 
At the same time he gave full sup­ 
port to the administration’s new 
Universal. Military Service and 
Training Bill (UMST). It would 
ower the draft age from 19 to IS 
years old and lengthen required ser­ 
vice from 31 to 37 months. 
Chairman Lyndon Johnson (D- 
Tex) of the Senate group drew out 
Admiral Sherman’s opinion about 
the possible need for more man­ 
power. 
He asked whether existing goals 
of 3325,000 persons in the next six 
months and 3,462,000 before the 
year ends were ‘too high or too 
low?” 
“That’s a broad military ques­ 
tion as to whether the Army, Navy 
and Air Force Is large enough,*' 
Sherman said. “It’s my personal 


opinion that unless international 
conditions improve, we may have to 
set a new mark as we approach 
these targets.** 
At the same time, Adimlral Sher­ 
man said he believed present man­ 
power goals were wise for partial 
mobilization and that the UMST 
plan advanced by Secretary of De­ 
fense Marshall and his assistant sec­ 
retary, Mrs. Anna Rosenberg, is the 
“best proposal to reach that tar­ 
get.’’ 
“At any time it may be necessary 
to call more reserve units into the 
service,*' Admiral Sherman also 
said. 
He made it clear, in answer to 
other questions, that the Navy ex­ 
pects to depend chiefly upon volun­ 
tary enlistments for four and six 
years to build up its forces. 
He said the Navy regards If 
months of service as too short a 
time to convert a civilian into s 
good sailor. 
Even so, Sherman said the Navy 
expects to take a number of the 
37 month draftees provided for the 
UMST program. 
The defense department said in 
supporting the proposal that it of­ 
fered the only alternative to draft-

Primitive Man 
Came To Calif. 
15,000 Years Ago 


LOS ANGELES (U.R)—A primitive 
man who may have been the first 
human in North America, settled 
California 15,000 to 20,000 years ago, 
a professor said today. 
Dr. Thomas Clements, chairman 
of the department of geology at 
University of Southern California, 
announced he had found stone tools 
which indicate that the early civili­ 
zation was bom in Death Valley. 
The relics are the oldest ever 
found In California. But it will take 
many tests to determine whether 
they are older than ones found In 
New Mexico, which have been pro 
viously estimates at 10,000 and 25,000 
years and were previously the oldest 
found on the continent. 
The first Californians came from 
the east, like all tourists since, in 
the Pleistocene ice age and settled 
n Death Valley, still a popular 
tourist spot, Dr. Clements said. 
The climate then was nothing to 
jrag about. It was wet and cold. 
Death Valley, now a barren waste, 
was then a huge lake, 90 miles long 
and 10 to 15 miles wide. 
The people lived on its shores and 
ate fish from the lake and berries 
from the hills. As far as scientists 
can tell, they had no campa, no fires 
and no cooking utensils. 
They were “so primitive," he add­ 
ed, that they had no weapons of 
war. 
Clements and his wife* an ama­ 
teur archeologist, discovered the an­ 
cient relics last spring when they 
hiked off the highway 300 yards to 
the old shore terrace, never before 
reported by scientists. It wu cov­ 
ered one layer deep with thousands 
of rocks, among which they found a 
few hammer stones and scores of 
man-made scrapers and blades, 
showing unmistakable signs of hav- | 
ing been shaped and sharpened. 
The University of Southern Cali­ 
fornia said government and museum 
archaeologists have pronounced the 
tools genuine. Their age was deter­ 
mined by their weathering and by 
what geologists know about how 
long ago the lake dried up.

Fer Better X-Rays 
BINGHAMTON, N. T. (OB — The 
next picture of * your inner body 
may be gold-plated if a new method 
of x-ray photographing is used. 
E. T. Larson of Ansco Research 
Laboratories reveals a new method 
of adding minuta quantities of gold 
compounds to the regular silver 
bromide emulsion used on x-ray 
film. The gold increases the sensi­ 
tivity of x-rays by as much as ten 
times. 
The process favors formation of 
the latent image at the surface of 
the emulsion grains Instead of in 
the interior, where It is Inaccessible 
to normal developers.

placing lamps on end tables or on a 
pair of chests. If the tables are 
identical, It is a good idea to use 
lamps that are alike. Two lamps 
on a long table in back of the couch 
will provide the same effect. 
You can get double value from 
your lamps by grouping two chairs 
around one occasional table topped 
by an outstanding lamp. 
Don't ruin the results of these 
groupings by placing your lamps too 
far from the chair or sofa. On the 
other hand, it is Just is bad to 
place the lamp so far forward that 
its light creates an uncomfortable 
glare. 
Portable lamps are a decorating 
asset in the bedroom from the 
standpoint of both beauty and com­ 
fort. Lamps on end tables placed 
on either side of the bed will en­ 
able you to read without straining 
your eyes. 
Your placement of lamps may he 
wise, but if there lent a sense of 
fitness between your lamps' and 
your furnishings, it will he of no 
avail. 
If your furnishings arc large and 
massive, your lamps should also be 
on a grand scale. By the same 
token, the shade should be the 
proper size for the base of the lamp. 
A heavy square base demands a 
shade that has width, while you 
might be careful not to overwhelm 
a tall narrow base with an ex­ 
tremely wide shade. Be sure that 
your lamps are high enough to pro­ 
vide the best light. 
If your lamps meet these three 
requirements, efficiency, beauty and 
fitness, you may be certain that they 
are right for the room.

Course To Open At 


If the home laundry apace is 
properly planned, the work la 
pleasanter and easier. Since the 
average home laundry Is in the 
basement, additional light is need­ 
ed. Daylight fluorescent tubes make 
good basement lighting. Place the 
inner beneath the window and 
other equipment as near it as pos­ 
sible. Straight-line arrangement of 
the equipment is the labor-saver.

With it as a wall color, 
try washable plastic curtains with 
a red design for contrast. Hang them 
on either aide of tht window, but 
not over It; and let them hang 
straight down. 
To bring still more color into the 
laundry, the wall and curtain colors 
of pastel gresn and red can be car­ 
ried out In the floor covering of 


KantOt asphalt tile. The tiles may 
be laid in a pattern of red stripes 
running diagonally across the floor 
on a green ground. The asphalt tile 
floor will make work easier be­ 
cause it is impervious to water 
dripping on It, wipes dry instantly 
with a mop, and will never fade. It 
will cut down foot-fatiguc, because 
it is resilient and pleasant to walk 
upon. 
While modernizing the laundry, 
take advantage of the opportunity 
to Install wall storage cabinets. 
These can hold soaps, brushes, 
electric irons, extension cords, and 
other articles and supplies. Place the 
cabinets near the point where they 
are most used.

WASHINGTON — Some 160,000 
business and professional women 
the nation over are being asked to 
prepare to extend their special capa­ 
bilities to civil defense jobs in the 
event of an emergency. 
Miss Clara L. Longstreth, young 
Instructor of law at the Washington 
College of Law, American University 
here, is the newly-formed national 
chairman of the project being con­ 
ducted by the National Federation 
of Business and Professional Wo­ 
men’s Clubs, Inc. She is a member 
of the District of Columbia club, the 
largest of the federation’s 2,500 
member groups. 
“Civil defense is so big and im­ 
portant it has to be coordinated,” 
Miss Longstreth told me. “My main 
objective is to get the highest possi­ 
ble cooperation, not only of our or­ 
ganization, but of its individual 
members with all civil authorities.” 
Miss Longstreth says the organiza­ 
tion is “stimulating” local groups to 
take available training courses in 
first 
aid, fire-fighting and home 
nursing, until such time as local 
authorities get their own programs 
started. 


“If a woman is able to be an 
administrative assistant, she should 
not be wasted on a Job she knows 
less about.

The growing opinion in favor of paying the 
ncost of defense as we go is likely to be upsetting 
to anyone who has visions of an easy and pain­ 
less approach to the federal tax load of the com­ 
ing few years.

Objects To Deer Shooting 
Editor, Independent-Joumal: 
I understand that the State Assembly has passed a 
resolution calling upon the State Fish and Game Com­ 
mission to remove Min Valley, San Anselmo and 
Fairfax from the bounds of the State Game Refuge, 
so as to permit the shooting of deer within these 
districts. As a resident of Mill Valley, I object to this 
proposal. My reasons are as follows: 
(1). The new regulation, if passed, will offer temp­ 
tations for the unwarranted shooting of deer and 
other animals. 
(2). It will constitute a serious hazard to human 
life. Along the innumerable trails threading most 
of this region; thousands of hikers make their way 
every season; the fact of the region's availability and 
adaptability for hiking has hitherto been one of its 
outstanding advantages. But this advantage is likely 
to become a thing of the past, if the proponents of 
the resolution have their way. Owing to the wooded 
and brushy nature of large portions of the country, 
it would in many cases be difficult for hikers ang in 
particular child hikers to see the deer hunters, or for 
the deer hunters properly to see them; and tragedies 
would be the almost Inevitable result. It. strikes me 
that the time to prevent such tragedies is now and 
not after some of our homes have been left desolate. 
If the deer are proving too numerous or damaging, 
there are other ways of meeting the problem than 
by menacing the wild life of the county, changing its 
recreational nature, and converting hiking Into a 
hazardous occupation. I therefore suggest tjiat all 
persons who wish to see the problem treated with 
sanity and with regards to the needs of the future 
let their views be known to the State Fish and Game 
Commission. It Is better to speak out now 
regret later In silence.

NEW YORK VP)—Will the Sov­ 
iets provoke a war? When? What 
do you do about it? 
v 
Despite their seeming lethargy 
these three questions give Euro­ 
peans the same nightmares they 
give Americans today. 
No one knows positive answers 
to these questions, Including the so 
called Russian “experts”, but If 
you live next door to the Russians 
in Europe—as I have since the end 
of the last war—the answers go 
like this: 
1—The Soviets are apt to blund­ 
er through an aggressive act Into 
a world war rather than to start 
one deliberately. 
. 2—The greatest war danger 
period since 1939 Is from April 
through September of this year. 
9—You must fight In Europe as 
long as you can, no matter how 
little you have. 
USELESS1 TO SPECULATE 
It is useless to speculate on 
whether the Kremlin is planning 
a deliberate all out attack. This 
would be the most closely kept 
secret In the most closely guarded 
country In the world. The best 
intelligence agencies in the world 
frankly admit they would not likely 
obtain such top secret Information. 
The best they hope for would be a 
few days warning of a possible 
attack by external evidence such 
as troop dispositions, buildups and 
similar movements. 
On this count they all say there 
has been no significant change In 
troop dispositions along the Iron 
Curtain through Europe In the past 
year or two. But the Soviets always 
have had enough there to overrun 
Europe. It woul# only need an 
order and minor shifts to send 
them into action. 
The argument that the Soviets 
would not attack because they are 
“getting what they want without 
it” does not hold water. 
HITLER WAS WINNING 
Hitler was getting all he needed 
In Europe in 1939 without war. Be 
had the continent economically in 
the palm of his hand. He needed 
only to be patient. But he wasn’t 
He miscalculated that the West 
would not fight. 
The danger seems to be that the 
Russians will not be patient, that 
they wpi make the same mlscalu- 
lation of the West and that they 
will make one more aggressive grab 
in Europe that will touch off a 
war just as Hitler's invasion of 
Poland did. 
Western Europe is just as it was 
in 1939. There is no more “give” 
for aggressors. There are no more 
plums left for the taking. All of 
the countries are sewed up by pacts, 
the presence of American or British 
troops, or deep moral commitments. 
WANTS RUHR CONTROL 
Above all things, the Soviet 
Union would like to have control 
of Germany and more specifically 
the industrial Ruhr area. 
The Ruhr would give Russia the 
industrial might to match the mil­ 
lions of people she has snatchetfln 
Asia and Eastern Europe. 
An aggressive move toward Ger­ 
many or the Ruhr would be cer­ 
tain to touch off a new world war. 
Any such move would immediately 
involve American and British 
troops, since they are on the spot. 
The same is true of Austria, Ber­ 
lin, Vienna and Trieste, Norway la 


under the collective protection of 
the Atlantic Pact. 
It has been said the Russians 
might try to pick off rebellious 
Yugoslavia by using Satellite 
troops. This would touch off a full 
scale war In the heart of Europe. 
It is Impossible to see how this 
could be kept from spreading. 
There have been rumors that Eng­ 
land already has given secret com­ 
mitments to Tito. 
GREECE IS KEY POINT 
Another Soviet engineered pass 
at Greece would deeply Involve the 
United States and Great Britain, 
with their Mediterranean and 
United Nation interests. 
, Turkey, now fighting gallently 
with American troops in Korea, is 
in a similar position. 
The easy days of country snatch­ 
ing in Eastern Europe are gone. 
Whether the Kilftilin recognizes 
this remains to be seen. Like Hitler 
it may be encouraged by past suc­ 
cesses to make another try. 
This is the grave danger Euro­ 
peans feel as they wait for the 
Russians’ next move. Since 1945 
the Kremlin has moved aggres­ 
sively year after year. What will 
they do this year? 
QUESTION IB WHEN 
This brings up the question of 
when? 
Any political move would have 
to be backed by Soviet military 
might. 
Starting in April most of Europe 
is favorable to military operations. 
By the end of September the most 
favorable period passes. 
This is looked upon as the prime 
possible war period In a year of 
decision. If the Soviets have de­ 
cided to risk aggression, they prob­ 
ably will never have a more favor­ 
able time. 
Western Europe Is mow at its 
military weakest. Its morale is low. 
Many countries are divided by 
political quarrels. Although stead­ 
ily declining, the Influence of Com­ 
munist fifth column.* is still potent 
In key areas. The United States has 
not yet rearmed and has only a 
handful of troops In Europe. Great 
Britain is in a similar fix. 
The Western military situation 
in Europe can not get worse; it can 
only get better. Therefore it may 
be felt from the Soviet point of 
view 1951 would be the year to 
strike. 


could gain great Initial victories 
just as Hitler did. Holding their 
gains would be another matter. 
Western military defense plans are 
designed to take advantage of Sov­ 
iet weaknesses. 
First there is the atom bomb. 
A Soviet attack would be met 
with an all out air assult by the 
United States and Britain with the 
atom bomb. 
Its aim would be to rip the In­ 
dustrial heart out of the «Soviet 
Union If possible and further re­ 
duce Its comparatively small pro­ 
ducing capacity. It would have the 
further aim of smashing long Sov­ 
iet rail lines of communication and 
cutting off sources of war supplies. 
It is 2,200 air line miles from the 
Ural Mountains—major manufac­ 
turing area In the Soviet Union— 
to the English Channel. All com­ 
munication is over a thin, largely 
antiquated rail system. 
Western alms would be to ham­ 
string Soviet manpower In Europe 
by knocking out home bases and 
leaving armies stranded. 
USE UP STOCKPILE 
To do this it Is necessary in event 
of attack to make Soviet armies 
in Europe use up their stockpile 
of supplies. For this reason it Is 
essential the West have ground 
forces in Western Europe which 
forcé the Soviet to fight, if even 
on the smallest scale. 
Though Western ground forces 
be small and lose every battle from

WASHINGTON (¿P)-This is a good time to 
pause for station identification. It is not yet 
five months since September 1, when Congress 
passed the Defense Production Act. 
Already a big batch of government agencies- 
19—have been set up to carry out the terms of 
that law which gave the government power to 
control the American economy in many ways 
while building defenses: 
To control prices and wages; ration; cut down 
the supply of civilian goods, like radios and 
refrigerators; tighten up on installment and real 
estate buying; get defense plants built or ex­ 
panded; tell factories how much of any material 
they can have (called allocation): say what fac­ 
tory gets what material first (called priority); 
and still see that civilians live normally as 
possible. 
The 19 new agencies were set up to do all 
those things. The 19 have various names, like 
• agency, administration, authority, office, divi* 
•ion, branch. 


SOME HAVE BEEN set up inside depart­ 
ments or agencies which were long in existence 
before September 1 and specialized in certain 
fields. For instance: The Agriculture Depart­ 
ment, which deals in food and farming, has s€fr 
up special branches within itself to deal with 
food and farming as they relate to defense. 
(At some future time, maybe in three or four 
months, perhaps these scattered agencies will * 
all be pulled together under one, top defense 
agency.) 
But in other cases it has been necessary to set 
up brand new agencies, completely independent 
of any other government department. For ex­ 
ample: There’s no permanent part of the gov­ 
ernment for controlling prices and wages. So 
that had to be created, brand new, and off by 
itself.

Common Disorder 
Of The Eyes Still 
Unsolved Puzzle 
For many years, chronic blephar­ 
itis has been known as one of the 
most common of the disorders of 
the eye. In this condition, the mar­ 
gins of the lids become red and in­ 
flamed; there is scaling of the 
tissues, and the lashes often be­ 
come loose. 
A good many theories as to the 
cause of this condition have been 
advanced but none has been estab­ 
lished. Recently, it was suggested 
that the germ known as pltyros- 
porunovale, which also cause dan­ 
druff, may be responsible. 


ALL IN ALL, though, these new agencies or 
divisions or whatever they happen t& Le called 
have brought a new alphabet into the govern­ 
ment.

SCALP AND EYELIDS 
A treatment based on this idea 
has been successfully carried out 
by treating the scalp and the eye­ 
lids at the same time. It not only 
aims at getting rid of the dan­ 
druff, but also utilizes the healing 
effects of Vitamin A. 
First of all, the head Is washed 
every four or five days, using 
tincture of green soap, followed 
by any good shampoo or soap. 
The water and shampoo are not 
allowed to run down over the face 
«nd eyelids. The hair is covered 
when taking a shower bath, and 
is also covered with a clean cap 
at night. The hair is not combed 
or brushed over the face. The 
hands are kept away from the 
eyelids unless they are first com­ 


pletely scrubbed. The edges of the 
lids are cleansed each day with 
a piece of cotton soaked in a solu­ 
tion of boric acid or a mild silver 
preparation. The loose eyelashes 
are removed. 
A mild antiseptic ointment con­ 
taining mercury is then applied. 
A penicillin ointment may be used 
if there Is some secondary infection 
or when there are ulcers. 
EYEBROWS INFECTED 
The eyebrows, too, are frequently 
Infected, and they are treated in 
the same way as the scalp. 
% Capsules of vitamin A are taken 
daily. 
Of course, the general health 
also should receive attention, and 
any Infections in the teeth, ton­ 
sils, sinuses, or elsewhere in the 
body “should be eliminated. 
After three or four weeks of 
this treatment, the use of the 
antiseptic ointments may be die-' 
continued. The vitamin A and fre­ 
quent hair washings are continued 
indefinitely.

These are: 
1—Low industrial capacity for 
their vast manpower. Soviet steel 
production Is about one fifth that 
*of the United States. 
2—Lon^ and vulnerable lines of 
communication to Western Europe.
